Review Week of Michaelmas Term, 1946 will be remembered 
as a period of notably stimulating lectures and talks by distin- 
guished speakers, the attractiveness of whose approach to their 
various subjects has. perhaps never been excelled since the incep- 
tion of these courses.

Iu Memoriam 


Edwin Spencer Dyke, F.R.A. M. 
By Bernard Shore 


With the passing of Spencer Dyke, the R.A-M. loses one of its 
best known and loved figures, and many of us mourn a loyal 
. friend. The name of Spencer Dyke will always be remembered as 
a distinguished chamber music player, and one of the foremost 

teachers of the violin for the last thirty years. ki 
In spite of his great ability as an artist, his intense sincerity and. 


fastidious taste, he has possibly never received his real due, and 


being naturally of a modest disposition and a poor amateur at 
blowing his own trumpet, people have taken him too much for 
granted, except those of us who have worked with him and have 
realised his true worth. 

He has had a fine career, and was one of those unselfish musi- 
cians who gave 4 lot of his time on behalf of others.and said very 
little about it. He won his first prize for violin playing at the age 
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| 


of ten, in his home aie of Cornwall, and ies the R.A.M. as 


a violin student at the age of seventeen, under Hans Wessely. 


Under this professor, whom he greatly admired all his life, he 
developed a great technique, and all the equipment for a brilliant 
career, but, as an old and admiring friend of his. student days 
remarked of him: ‘ Spencer never talked grandly of his future, 
but would soberly murmur: ‘‘ Oh well you know, very few ever 
have the luck to get through, however well they play.” 

Whilst still at the R.A.M. as a student Wessely asked him to 
join his quartet as second violin, and thereafter, Dyke chose the: 
path of chamber music; for the first thirteen years playing in the 


Wessely quartet, and then reaping the full enjoyment of his own 


string quartet. 
The Spencer Dyke Quartet made an enviable reputation for 


itself, and the other artists—Edwin Quaife, Ernest Tomlinson, 


and B. Patterson Parker were all single-minded men who adored 
playing chamber music, whatever it cost! With his splendid 
technique, Spencer Dyke was more than equal to all the demands. 
of the repertory, and his quartet also built up a fine record for 
playing new works of British composers. 
The Spencer Dyke Quartet re-formed in ic nineteen-twenties, 

and during the next few years, when Tate Gilder, Cedric Shane 
and I joined it, one looks back on some of the happiest, and indeed 


joyous memories of all one’s musical life. We were singularly free 


from temperamental clashes, and endless rehearsals generally 
produced some hilarious moments. Spencer had a good business.. 
héad, and our quartet life, although each member was fully 
occupied in other activities, moved without violent crises, and a 
strong sense of humour always rose to the occasion. 


It is impossible to be sufficiently grateful for the friendly artistic 
criticism which would frequently float over from the first violin. 
Spencer would diffidently clear his throat and then make a half 
questioning remark : “ Would’nt that be better if you made the 
shift on the semitone—so?” or “ But, my dear boy, you will’ 
hurry that passage! ”- In after life, it is this kind of friendly 
advice that is good to look back on. Incidentally, he could also. 
bear it the other way round, and never got high and mighty if a 
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member of tie quartet happeried to suggest that the first violin 
might give way a little! w ; : 9 a : 
It is indeed in chamber music that one becomes more intimate 
with artists than in any other branch of the profession, and for 
those years in the Spencer Dyke String Quartet I am eternally _ 


grateful. 


His other Eon ition were considerable, and included going all - 


over the world with the Associated Board Examiners, adjudicating 
festivals, editing music and running a big teaching connection, r 
which pupils came from all over the country—and from outsi e 
it! He was a very prominent member- of the Royal Society of 
Musicians, and a keen Freemason.

Sir James Hopwood Jeans, 
O.M., M.A., D.Sc., LL.D., F.R.S. 
September 16, 1946 


By the death of Sir James Jeans the R.A.M. has lost a Director — 


whose deep and widespread interest in music and musicians 
expressed itself always in most practical directions. No one needs 


to be told of his fame as a scientist; it is universal. Such was the 


attractiveness and lucidity of-his style as a lecturer and a writer 


that, in this age of general enquiry into natural phenomena, several

of. his books became “best-sellers.” But it was another sidé of 
Sir James which made itself felt at the Academy. The great human 
qualities which were manifest in his contact and dealings with his 
fellow-men, and’ with musicians in particular, endeared him to all. 
During the year of his Presidency of the R.A.M, Glub he invited 
members to a garden party at his beautiful Dorking home where 
they had the additional pleasure of an organ recital given by beady. 
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Jeans on the instrument which had been specially constructed d 


and voiced for the performance of early organ music in which she 
‘specialised. A charming photograph of the Party, taken by Lady 
Jeans, appeared in the R.A.M. Magazine in November, 1938. 
Sir Granville Bantock 
M.A., D.Mus., F.R.A.M: 


Born in London in 1868, Sir Granville Bantock entered the 


R.A.M. in 1889, studying under Mr. F rederick Corder, and in his 
“opening term became the first holder of the Macfarren Scholarship 


© for Composition. Among works, he.produced during the period of 


his studentship were The Fire Worshippers, Egyptian Suite de 
Ballet, Wulstan (scena for baritone and orchestra) and Caedmar 
‘(one-act opera, produced in concert form). . : 


As Musical Director of the Tower, New Brighton for four years > 


from 1897 he did much for the cause of English music by producing 
“works of such composers as Mackenzie, Parry, Stanford, Corder, 
German, Elgar and Cowen and he also conducted a series of 


-concerts of British music at Antwerp. In his own works he showed » 


strong predilection for Eastern subjects which gave scope for his 
powers ‘of originality in’ musical. expression and of colourful 
orchestration. His setting of Fitzgerald’s. Rubyiat of Omar 
Khayyam is one of his best known and most characteristic works. 
He projected a series of twenty-four Symphonic Poems on sub- 


jects from Southey’s Curse of Kehama, several of which were 


completed and published, and one, Faga-Naut, played at a Phil- 
harmonic Society concert in London in March 1900 after having 
been previously heard under his conductorship at Antwerp. 


During his long and active musical life he filled many important | 
‘Posts including that of Principal of Birmingham and Midland 


Institute and Professor of Music in Birmingham University until 
1934 when he became Chairman of the Corporation of Trinity 
College of Music, London. He also at one time edited the New 


‘Quarterly Musical Review. He was knighted in 1930.

November 3.
